CHECK  COLLECTING  CAN  BE  INTERESTING  AND  VARIED

The  cover  photo  is  a check  that  should  be  familiar  to  all  ANA  members,  Confed- 
erate currency  collectors,  obsolete  state  bank  note  collectors,  stock  and  bond  col- 
lectors, and  many  syngraphists  in  general.  Of  course  this  is  Col.  Grover  Criswell's 
(PMCM  #1412)  fancy  multicolored  check  that  is  truly  payable  in  genuine  Confeder- 
ate currency  (if  so  desired)  or  in  ordinary  U.S.  money.  Grover  Criswell  needs  no  in- 
troduction to  paper  money  collectors  or  to  most  numismatists.  He  is  a Past  ANA 
President,  and  present  ANA  Governor.  He  is  most  widely  known  for  his  collecting 
and  dealing  in  Confederate  currency.  Grover's  unique  check  was  designed  for  him 
in  1974  by  Bill  Wesling,  a nationally  famous  wildlife  artist.  It  is  an  original  painting 
that  Grover's  neighbor  did  for  him  which  was  then  reduced  in  size  and  used  for  his 
checks.  Anyone  that  would  like  one  of  these  checks  can  receive  one  by  sending 
$1.20  to  Grover,  c/o  CRISWELL'S,  Ft.  McCoy,  FL.  32637.  He  will  send  you  his 
personalized  $1.00  check.  While  I am  talking  about  Grover,  I must  mention  his 
latest  fabulous,  35th  Anniversary  Paper  Americana  (price  list),  covering  everything 
in  paper:  Currency,  Bonds,  Stocks,  Documents,  Song  Sheets,  Souvenir  Sheets, 
Books,  Checks,  Railroadiana,  Paper  Memoribilia,  etc,  etc,  etc.  (too  numerous  to  ful- 
ly describe).  It  consists  of  six  (6)  sections,  each  section  the  size  and  thickness  of 
"The  Bank  Note  Reporter".  If  one  cannot  find  something  needed  to  add  to  his  col- 
lection here,  then  your  collection  must  truly  be  complete.  If  you  are  not  a regular 
customer  of  CRISWELL'S,  you  can  receive  a current  copy  of  this  price  list  by  send- 
ing him  $2.00  (which  I am  sure  does  not  cover  the  postage  let  alone  handling),  a- 
long  with  your  name  and  address. 

Check  collecting  can  be  as  varied  as  currency  collecting.  You  can  collect  checks

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THE  "BIG"  ROBBERY 


(The  following  is  reprinted  from  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  The  First 
Hundred  Years,  1862-1962  by  permission  of  Sanford  J.  Durst,  170  East  61st  Street, 
New  York,  NY  10021.  The  entire  book  is  available  from  him  for  $25.00  ppd.) 


New  currency,  tightly  banded  in  4,000-note  bundles  with  steel  strips,  is  sent  to 
the  packaging  room  to  be  wrapped  in  heavy  kraft  paper.  Each  wrapped  bundle  is  af- 
fixed with  a label  describing  the  contents,  including  the  serial  numbers  of  the  bills  it 
contains.  After  being  wrapped  and  labeled,  the  packages  are  piled  on  skids  to  be 
carted  into  the  vaults  where  they  are  stored  until  requisitioned. 

It  was  on  the  morning  of  January  4,  1954,  the  first  workday  of  the  new  year, 
that  two  of  these  packages  containing  $160,000  in  $20  Federal  Reserve  notes  were 
discovered  to  be  missing.  In  their  place  were  found  two  dummy  packages  made  to 
simulate  the  genuine  articles.  Word  of  the  shortage  spread  through  the  Bureau  like 
wildfire.  It  soon  reached  the  local  newspapers  and  was  picked  up  by  the  national 
press  and  wire  services.  John  Q.  Citizen  and  his  family,  who  for  the  most  part  had 
little  idea  of  where  and  how  their  paper  money  came  into  existence,  listened  that 
night  to  a radio  broadcast  or  watched  a television  program  that  told  the  story  of  the 
big  robbery  at  the  Government's  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing.  And  as  the  news 
spread,  so  spread  the  long  arm  of  the  Department's  criminal  investigative  unit,  the 
U.S.  Secret  Service. 

Shortages  had  developed  in  the  Bureau's  accounts  in  the  past,  but  never  before 
had  they  involved  such  a large  amount  of  money— few  cases  had  remained  unsolved 
and  in  all  instances  the  Government  had  been  reimbursed  for  the  missing  amounts. 
Control  over  the  actions  of  several  thousand  persons  engaged  in  the  production  and 
processing  of  millions  of  dollars  in  securities  each  day  is  not  an  easy  task.  The  prob- 
lem was  not  new.  It  had  been  with  the  Bureau  since  its  inception,  as  it  was  present 
in  the  private  banknote  industry  at  that  time.  Today,  even  with  the  most  modern 
of  protective  systems,  the  best  security  factor  rests  with  the  personal  integrity  and 
honesty  of  each  individual  employee.  Here  lay  the  failure,  discovered  on  that  event- 
ful day  in  early  January  1954,  that  shattered  an  outstanding  record  of  more  than 
90  years'  duration. 

A checker-distributor  in  the  packaging  room  conceived  a plan  for  making  off  with 
two  bundles  of  $20  bills.  At  home,  he  cut  up  large  quantities  of  ordinary  paper  into 
pieces  the  size  of  currency  notes  and  packaged  them  in  a form  to  simulate  regular 
Bureau  work.  He  tied  the  bundles  together,  placed  them  in  a bag,  and  brought  them 
into  work  on  the  morning  of  December  30,  1953.  After  entering  the  building,  he 
approached  the  parcel  booth,  ostensibly  to  check  his  package  in  accordance  with 
Bureau  regulations  which  prohibited  the  taking  of  unexamined  items  into  work- 
rooms. As  the  guard  at  the  door  turned  to  examine  the  credentials  of  other  employ- 
ees, the  checker-distributor  slipped  by  the  parcel  booth  and  carried  his  package  to  a 
lockerroom  on  the  third  floor  where,  unnoticed,  he  concealed  it  under  a burlap 
bag  suspended  in  a large  trash  can.  He  then  went  to  his  own  lockerroom,  changed 
into  his  workclothes,  and  reported  for  work  at  the  usual  time. 

His  first  assignment  that  morning  was  to  assemble  banded  currency  notes  on  a 
skid  and  deliver  them  to  the  wrapping  machine.  From  previous  experience  he  knew 
that  it  would  take  about  20  minutes  for  the  operatives  to  wrap  the  quantity  of  notes 
he  had  delivered  to  them.  He  nonchalantly  walked  over  to  the  skids  of  completely 
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wrapped  currency,  picked  up  two  packages,  covered  them  with  paper  and  carried 
them  out  of  the  room  to  a storage  area  in  the  attic.  There  he  tore  off  the  wrappers 
and  steel  bands  and  placed  the  money  in  two  paperbags  he  had  brought  along  with 
him.  He  concealed  the  bags  under  some  rubbish  and  retained  the  parts  of  the  wrap- 
pers to  which  the  labels  were  attached.  He  was  back  on  the  first  floor  before  it  was 
time  to  bring  more  work  to  the  wrapping  machine  so  that  his  absence  went  unno- 
ticed. Later  that  morning,  during  the  regular  rest  period,  he  returned  to  the  third 
floor  lockerroom,  placed  the  labels  under  hot  water  to  separate  them  from  the  kraft 
paper,  then  pasted  them  onto  his  false  packages  which  he  had  removed  from  the 
trash  can.  He  then  covered  the  bundles  with  a piece  of  paper,  took  them  to  the 
packaging  room,  and  placed  them  on  the  skid  of  finished  work.  The  loaded  skid 
was  later  removed  to  the  vault.  That  afternoon,  his  tour  of  duty  completed,  he 
changed  to  streetclothes,  went  up  to  the  attic,  and  retrieved  one  bag  containing 
$1 28,000.  He  left  the  remaining  $32,000  because  he  believed  it  would  make  the  bag 
too  bulky.  Next,  he  crammed  some  old  workclothes  into  the  bag  on  top  of  the 
stolen  bills  and  prepared  to  leave  the  building.  On  the  way  out  he  pulled  a trouser 
leg  from  the  bag  to  indicate  to  the  guard  that  it  contained  soiled  clothing.  The  usual 
security  check  was  made  in  the  operating  section  at  the  end  of  the  day,  but  since  all 
labeled  packages  were  accounted  for  there  was  no  cause  for  suspicion. 

Finished  packages  are  stored  in  the  vault,  according  to  numerical  sequence,  on 
shelves  to  facilitate  their  delivery  in  proper  order.  The  skidload  which  included  the 
two  dummy  packages  was  not  needed  for  the  next  day's  work  and  so  it  was  not 
shelved.  The  succeeding  day  was  a holiday,  New  Year's  Day,  followed  by  a weekend. 
On  Monday  the  scales  of  fate  slowly  began  to  balance.  Two  vault  attendants  in 
shelving  the  work  taken  from  the  skidload  stored  in  the  vault  noticed  that  two  of 
the  packages  were  light  in  weight.  They  so  informed  their  supervisor  who  opened 
the  bundles  and  discovered  the  theft.  But  for  the  alertness  of  these  two  attendants 
the  packages  might  have  gone  out  of  the  Bureau  and  remained  undetected  for  an 
indeterminable  time,  because  new  currency  is  generally  retained  unopened  until  need- 
ed by  the  recipient  bank. 

Immediately  upon  discovery  of  the  theft,  the  Secret  Service  was  notified  and  an 
exhaustive  investigation  was  initiated.  Interviews  were  begun  of  all  employees  who 
had  worked  in  the  processing  section  since  the  time  the  missing  notes  had  been 
numbered.  The  next  day,  the  Virginia  State  Police  advised  the  Secret  Service  they 
had  been  notified  that  a large  amount  of  the  missing  notes  was  concealed  on  a farm 
in  Middleburg,  Va.  A solution  to  the  case  soon  followed.  The  checker-distributor 
who  had  stolen  the  money  was  linked  to  the  found  notes  and  convicted  of  their 
theft.  There  were  $127,840  of  the  stolen  notes  recovered.  An  additional  amount, 
slightly  less  than  $5,000,  was  recovered  in  small  bills  representing  change  received  in 
passing  some  of  the  stolen  $20's.  Restitution  of  approximately  $2,000  was  made 
from  the  retirement  funds  and  salary  payments  due  the  employee  involved.  In  all, 
the  loss  to  the  Government  through  this  case  was  approximately  $25,800. 

Down  through  the  years  the  Bureau  has  endeavored  to  maintain  stringent  control 
over  its  products.  In  1864,  reporting  on  the  control  system  then  in  effect,  Spencer 
M.  Clark  stated: 

It  is  not  supposed  that  this  system  is  perfect.  “Perfection  is  not  among  human 
conditions."  But  it  has  been  improved  from  time  to  time  as  experience  has  suggest- 
ed, and  it  is  expected  to  continue  its  improvement  until  it  is  as  near  perfect  as

On  the  other  hand,  less  of  the  "BEP  numbers 
game"  and  more  articles  on  banks,  banknotes,  etc.  of  Michigan  banks,  as  well  as 
articles  on  National  currency,  were  asked  for.  The  desire  to  publish  articles  is  a 
prime  consideration  as  editor.  But  I must  have  them  to  publish  them.  As  the  BEP 
sends  PMCM  the  current  note  data,  it  is  published  as  at  least  half  of  the  PMCM 
membership  desires  this  information.

The  first  1977A  "mule"  has  been  reported  by  PMCM  member  Tom  Conklin 
(#554)  of  Rutherford,  N.J.  The  $1  Chicago  note's  serial  starts  G50/I,  and  has  back 
plate  number  3! 

The  first  of  these  new  low  numbered  back  plates  to  be  reported  (numbers  3,  4,  5 
& 6)  were  on  the  1981  Series  Dallas  notes  in  the  K23/A  range  by  Mike  Crabb 
(#904).  This  was  followed  by  Joe  Mikolajczyk  (#1767)  reporting  1981  Cleveland 
notes  with  back  plate  numbers  3,  4,  5 & 6 on  D004/A's,  and  then  Tom's  1977A 
"mule"  report. 

The  BEP  has  since  told  Mike  that  these  low  back  plate  numbers  identify  new, 
shallower,  longer  life  plates,  giving  up  to  2,000,000  impressions  versus  the  200,000 
previously  attained. 

Tom's  1977A  Chicago  "mule"  was  printed  in  August  1981,  as  were  Joe's  1981 
DA's.  Therefore  the  potential  for  any  1977A  $1  produced  in  August  to  have  a low 
back  plate  number  now  exists.  Also  possible,  but  not  yet  confirmed  to  exist,  are  $1 
1977A  Series  July  produced  "mules".  However,  all  1977A's  and  the  1981  Boston's 
from  the  $1  July  production  have  so  far  only  been  seen  with  4 digit  back  plate 
numbers. 


PMCM  members  are  encouraged  to  check  their  $1  1977A's,  and  The  Rag  Picker 
will  publish  the  results  as  they  come  in.  To  help  in  this  study,  the  1977A  $1  July 
and  August  production  figures  are  below.

many  years  written  to  people  world-wide  asking  them  for  their  personal  check  for 
the  sum  of  one  cent.  He  does  not  cash  them,  he  collects  them.  If  you  send  him 
your  check  for  one  cent,  he  will  send  in  return  his  check  for  one  cent.  So  far  he  has 
over  5,000  checks  from  more  than  1 18  countries.  If  you  are  interested  write  him. 

I started  check  collecting  as  a spin-off  of  my  collecting  Michigan  State  Obsolete 
Bank  Notes.  I bought  a collection  of  obsoletes  and  with  them  were  some  old  checks. 

I like  old  vignettes  and  I was  hooked.  Now  I collect  old  Michigan  checks  of  the 
1700's  and  1 800's.  They  are  still  relatively  inexpensive,  even  today. 

While  talking  about  check  collecting  in  general,  I must  mention  a check  collecting 
organization,  the  Check  Collectors  Round  Table  (CCRT  for  short).  They  publish  a 
quarterly  called  "The  Checklist".  Annual  dues  are  $8.00  which  includes  this  publi- 
cation plus  the  auction  bid  sheets.  "The  Check  list"  has  many  interesting  and  infor- 
mative articles  on  checks  and  check  collecting,  plus  members'  classified  ads  and 
dealers'  ads.

"human  conditions"  will  admit. 

It  seemed  incredible  that  such  an  instance  as  the  theft  of  $1 60,000  by  an  employ- 
ee could  have  occurred.  Shocked  by  the  happening,  the  Bureau  immediately  insti- 
tuted additional  product  protection  measures  that  would  deter  a recurrence.  Once 
again,  steps  were  taken  to  make  the  control  system  as  near  perfect  as  "human 
conditions  will  admit."

mat  by  two  pieces  of  transparent  tape,  top  center  and  right  side.  In  time  this  tape 
will  likely  damage  the  sheet.  To  safely  remove  the  tape,  it  is  necessary  to  break  the 
glue  seal  on  the  three  flaps  on  the  back.  A sharp  knife  carefully  inserted  repeatedly 
along  the  length  of  the  flaps  will  do  the  job.  After  the  three  flaps  are  free,  lift  the 
FRONT  of  the  mat  up.  This  leaves  the  sheet  in  place,  taped  to  the  back  part  of  the 
mat.  After  carefully  removing  the  tape,  photo  corners  can  be  used  to  hold  the  sheet 
in  position,  and  the  back  flaps  reglued  in  place.
